fornia presidential primary 
election.

precisely the same manner," 
he said. 

He added. “Inconsistencies 
of a minor nature lend ered 
erice to the testimony of wit- 
nesses . ” 

Younger added the tavestig*- 
tion “was one of the most 
complete., if not the mois 
complete, criminal investigs • 
lions ever conducted, by * 
law enforcement agency i» 
the United States.’’ — - 

He said more than 4085 
persons were interviewed 
Sirhan. sentenced to death, is 
on death row at San Quentin 
while his case is being jap 
pealed.
